est find. The Indian, Pine Kut John- 
ny, a Piute, led a party of prospectors 
to the find late Monday at 
Barrel 


Springs. Twenty claims were staked 
out on the spot after the finders had 
picked up samples of ore containing 
576 worth of gold. 


As far as the eye can reach from 


any direction at Weepah. 
the land 


lias been staked out in claims. The 
newest find therefore comes in 
the 


form of a "consolation rush" for the 
late arrivals at Weepah. Thus far 1S5 
locations at Weepah have been regis- 
tered by the Esmerelda-co recorder. 


A high wind Monday tore down ev- 


erything moveable at Weepah except 
two or three shacks. Scores of pros- 
pectors went hungry because the gale 
whisked away tents, gasoline stoves, 


cooking utensils and everything else 
in their camps that was not anchored. 


Some belongings were retrieved be- 


cause prospectors 
had retired wear- 


ing their clothes. The storm 
came 


just after dawn, enabling them to 
start the day with the proper quota 
of excitement. There were no women 
or children in camp at the time. 


HOW HE STAKED CLAIM 


Informed that his claim at Weepah, 


40 miles west of here probably was 
worth a fortune, George Sherman, tel- 
egraph operator. Tuesday told how he 
managed to beat scores of old prospec- 
tors to the gold camp. 


Sherman said he first learned of the 


strike from a story filed by the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent. He waited 
only long enough to send the story be- 
fore starting for the Weepah in the 
face of a blizzard. The headlights of 
his car would not pierce- the winding 
sheet of snow flakes, but he let his 
automobile "feel" its way along the 
trail by putting its wheels in the ruts 
made by other cars and letting it make 
its own headway. Nine hours later he 
was back on the job. He had covered 
100 miles through 
the storm ~and 


staked out a claim right in the middle 
of the field.

University, who has just finished a two- 
year survey of more than 3000 Xcw York 
criminals.

that most criminals are subnormal men- 
tally is erroneous; that there is no single 
specific cause for the prevalence of crime 
and that the correction of crime is pri- 
marily a problem of dealing with youth, 
since 62 per cent of the criminals tried in 
Xcw York were under 25 years of age. 


"Sentimentality, blind rage, hysteria or 


drastic punishment will not cure youth- 
ful de!:::qi:e::cy," he declares. He goes on 
to say that our entire legal and correc- 
tional machinery must be overhauled, and 
we must approach the problem from an 
entirely new angle. 


His report is worths thinking about. 


Sooner or later -we will have to devote 
ourselves to the subject scientifically: it 
is to be hoped that his findings will help 
to advance that day.

\ or Haitian politics," and that his visit to

^'agitation "whose consequences' Avould be 
f disastrous to the people who are now ac- 


I customed to peace" and order."

Senator -King is one of our rabid lib- 


rerals who believe, or profess to believe, 
(that Latin American republics should be 
^permitted to stage as many revolutions 
{and as much' disorder as they please with- 
*'out interference by the United States. Mr. 
£King may or may not remember the cha- 
£;otic conditions that existed .in "\Haiti 
/and Santo Domingo before American in- 
ttervention. In either event, he seems to 
•Xvish to go back to them. 
To do that 


Nvouid not only tear down everything that 
: has been accomplished over a period of 
'.years for the setting up of stable gov- 


', ernment and economic prosperity, but it 
r-would destroy, or reduce to a minimum, 
commercial relations between Haiti and 
•the outside world. Trade cannot exist 
[without contracting financial obligations, 
and financial obligations must be met in 
good faith or there will be trouble. It is 
all right for our extremists to speak of 
debt repudiation in Latin America as a 
matter of no consequence, but they do not 
tell us how these countries are to exist or 
at least how they are to hope for political 
and economic advancement under a pol- 
icy of repudiation, to say nothing of civil 
strife which always terminates with dis- 
astrous effects upon foreigners and their 
investments. 


We think Haiti is better 
off under 


American guidance than it ever was be- 
fore iuJts history. The same is true of 
Santo Domingo, and certainly -\ve gave 
Cuba a start in the right direction. 
We 


do not believe the United States should 
seek "to acquire any of the countries or 
islands to the south of it or that it should 
engage in extended protectorates in that 
region, and we note with satisfaction that 
President Coolidge says he has no 
thought of accepting ^'icaraguan over- 
tures for a protectorate. 
On the other 


hand, we think it is the duty of the United 
States to maintain order in that region to 
whatever extent is necessary for the 
peaceful prosecution of commerce and to 


• 
preserve responsible government. We do 
not believe in engaging in war with any 
of them, or in sacrificing American lives 
to protect American investments. Neither 
course is necessary. 
We can accomplish 


our purposes without 
bloodshed by 


adopting and adhering to a firm policy, 
which requires strict accountability for 
acts that threaten peace, and by insist- 
ing that changes in government shall be 
constitutional Either we must follow such 
a course, or we must break off contact and 
relationships with these countries and 
let them'go to pot. 
We may be sure that 


it is not what our so-called humanitarians 
and liberals want, nor is it what they 
mean when they talk about letting these 
people work out their own destinies, al- 
though it is the only possible result to 
which, Jheir policies lead.

or pure cod liver oil. in my opinion, though some 
emulsions purport to. retain the vitamin.

one of the malt syrup combinations palatable. For 
the young infant, mix the plain oil with the baby's 
daily ration of orange juic eor tomato juice or other 
fresh fruit juice.

The "contraption 
was rather complicated, but when at- 
tached to the busy hen or,the super- 
vising rooster it would force eithe.r 
one to walk right on out of/ the gar- 
den if it attempted to i^Ruse to do 
any scratching. It was, in its opera- 
tion, the

It was patented. It was not useful 


because it was not practicable. It was 
too expensive, in the first place, for 
the harness cost as much tolmanufac- 
.ture any pullet might be expected to

the harness was kept in good working 
order was even more prohibitive. 


The idea was original. 
For that 


reason it might have been entitled to 
a basic patent, but the stony-hearted 
examiners would not permit it to get 
by.

DKAWX, NOT PROPELLED 


All the early geniuses who were 


striving to solve the problem of a me- 
chanical vehicle for streets and high- 
ways seemed unable to get away from 
the horse idea. That is, their efforts 
were always directed toward creat- 
ing a mechanical animal that would 
draw a vehcile, and it seems never 
to have occurred to them to apply 
power to the wheels of the vehicle 
and thereby propel it. 


A man by the name of Doyle, for 


example, invented a power horse that 
was little short of -a. marvel of in- 
genuity and that imitated the move 
ments of a real horse almost per- 
fectly. In appearance it resembled the 
animal that used to stand in front of 
harness-makers' shops. The engine 
and boiler were in the vehicle and a 
shoft transmitted power to a driving 
mechanism within tho body of the 
horse. Theoretically 
this creature 


could step out and trot in a manner 
that would put a real horse complete 
ly in the shade. It is said, too, that al- 
most any one at that time woulc 
have seen more promise in- Doyle'h 
horse than in Selilen's "road loromo 
tive," patented in 1S95, which was an 
exceedingly crude affair.

Smut, a fungus growth that reaps a 


_ heavy toll of "Wisconsin oat and bar- 
ley crops each year, can be avertcc 
by the use of a formaldahyde tolu- 
tion. Prof. Vaughan said. 


Such treatment is given the seeds 


before planting, he said, by dipping 
them in the solution for five minutes 


"When the fungus attacks the oat 


ov barley," Prof. Vaughan said, "a 
constant competition is carried on OV' 
cr tho food material. 
The food na- 


ture intended should go to the giain 
is partly consumed by the smut. 


"The germ can be killed at the out- 


ret by removing the spores from the 
cram kernel tlnough the use "of for- 
maldahyde, a drying-out agent that 
exterminates the fungus. The solution 
should be made with about one pint '• 
formaldahyde to 33 gallons of water. 


DIP FOR 5 MINUTES 


"Seeds then should be dipped into 


the solution and allowed to remain for 
five minutes. 
They should then be 


drained and planted the following day. 
Another method of dampening the 
seeds is to lay them on the floor and 
sprinkle them with the solution. 


"Commercial 
machines are 
also 


available for the krtling of the spares, 
but the theory is practically the same. 
Expert smut destroyers, mechanical 
devices, will however probably bring 
the best results. 


"The oat seeding time in Wisconsin 


usually extends from early April to 
late in May. The early planted gram, 
however, has a belter chance of avoid- 
ing the attacks Of the smut than those 
planted at a later date. When it Is 
taken into consideration that more 
than 100.000 bushels of oats are grown 
in Wisconsin, and that smut usually 
causes a 3 to S per cent loss each year, 
the value of efficient precautions can 
not be underestimated. 


"The effect of the fungus on the 


crops is to dry them out, and make 
them of no use except for feeding pur- 
poses. After the gram comes up it is 
almost impossible to stop the smut. The 
growth is not so prevalent in wheat 
crops over the state, but in such cases 
a copper carbonate dust can be used 
to kill the spores."

Wanted To By Coat For 


Wife-Started Mink Farm

Hilbert—According to Peter Flem- 


ing, his mink ranch is the first one 
started in Wisconsin, and is now the 
largest not only in "Wisconsin, but in 
the entire United States. 


Tho ranch consists of a "-acre tract 


in the outskirts of this village and a 
bulling 200 feet long containing 150 
pens. It is tenanted by 87 pairs of 
mink, 87 pairs of which are owned 
by Mr. Fleming: and 37 pairs by oth- 
ers who are starting in the business. 
This ranch is known by the name 
"The First Mink Ranch of "Wiscon- 
sin." 


Mr. Fleming started breeding and 


raising minks at St. Xazianz, Manito- 
woc-co in 1922, but moved to Hilbert 
his present location 
m 
November. 


1926. 
When he started in business in 


Manitowoc-co he was $430 in debt and 
could borrow no money from friends 
or bankers because when he talked 
about raising minks for the market, 
friends and bankers considered him 
"nutty" and were very free to express 
their opinions. He now owns his own 
lanch and the ranch building, the lat- 
ter costing 55,000 to erect and equip 
and he can get all the money he.necds 
from the local bank. But let Mr.'Flem- 
ing tell his own story. 


"Before I started raising mink, I 


went to Milwaukee to buy a mink coat 
for my wife and found that the price 
of the real thing was ?1,S50 although 
imitations were much less. Then I 
went to Chicago and found the price 
there of the kind of coat I wanted was 
$2,450. 


"Discouraged. I retuined home with 


the idea in mind of raising enough 
mink to supply pelts for the coat. I 
thought by adopting this method of 
getting a coat I would be ahead in the 
end financially. 
On investigation I 


found out that raising minks was so 
promising that I could not only raise 
minks enough for the coat in a. very 
short time but that I could sell more 
minks than I could raise for breeding 
purposes to say nothing of supplying 
the demand of other people who want- 
ed mink coats. 


BOUGHT TWO PAIRS 


"As a start in raising 
minks. I 


bought two pairs of minks from Char- 
les Davis, a Vermont breeder, at a 
cost of $90 a pair. This man sent me 
a pair of very good breeders and a 
pair of worthless, wild mink. The pair 
of tame mink produced a litter of six 
kittens soon after delivery, but the 
wild pair wore themselves out gnaw- 
ing at the screen of their pan trying 
to escape and both died before the 
breeding season. 
After the loss of 


this pair, my foundation consisted of 
one pair of mink and six kittens. I 
sold one pair of the young mink for 
$100 dollars and agreed to keep this 
pair for one-half the proceeds. This 
business man cleared $50 the first 
year on his deal and bought another 
pair at §100. 


"Thinking The time had come when 


I could safely expand my business, I 
bought five pair of mink from Xelson 
AValdron, breeder, Tyne Valley, Prince 
Edwards Island and paid $10 a pair, 
but with duty and express they cost 
me $53 a pair. These were dark furred 
animals, exceptional in evety way and 
the best mink available. 
The next 


year, owing to a scaicity of mink fur, 
this breeder charged $150 a pair and 
he is now selling them at 5200 exclu- 
sive of duty and express. AH this took 
place in 1923. Since that time I have 
bought males as needed only, to pre- 
icnt inbreeding. 


"In 1924, I sold one pair of mink 


to R. K. Glason, Valders, at ?100. He 
was so well satisfied with the pair 
that in 1925, he bought six pairs at 
$150 a pair and said that he was bet- 
ter pleased with the profits of mink 
raising than with those of other ac- 
tivities in which he is engaged. I have 
since shipped mink to Canada and 
Michigan.

The feed con 
sumcd on my lanch last year by S7 
pair of mink cost me $12. One mink 
can be raised at a feed cost of 37 
cents. I have done no pelting except 
with animals that aie not fit for 
breeding purposes. In 
fact, I have 


found s,uch a demand for minks for 
breeding put poses that I have not giv- 
en pelting much thought. An off color 
or a wild mink pelt is now worth $20 
in the market while a 
perfect 
pelt 


brings $37.30. A mink coat made from 
the pelts of such animals as I am 
breeding would cost the wearer from 
$2.500 to $3.300.

Urges Idle Forest Lands Be 


Brought to Full Productive 
Use in U. S.

The week of April 24-30 has been 


officially ucsisnat-Ju for nation-wide 
observance 
of 
"American 
Forest 


AVeek" by President Coohdge in a 
proclamation, made public by the Unl 
ted States Department of Agriculture 


In the picamble to the "American 


Forest Week" proclamation. President 
Coohdge says in part: "In accordance 
with the custom established by my 
piedecessor. I have ycaily proclaimed 
an American Forest week. I do sc 
again in the belief that no other oi 
our national problems is of greater 
moment than tho rehabilitation of our 
forest, now so hopefully begun but 
needing the strong biippoit of our col- 
lective will and intelligence. Through 
joint arrangement. Canada is observ- 
ing foiest week concuirently with us. 


"One-fourth o* our soil is better fit- 


ted to timber growing than anything 
else. I cannot escape the conviction 
that our industrial and agricultural 
stability 
will 
be strengthened 
by 


bringing into full productive use this 
great empire of land. Although much 
progress has been made in public for- 
estry and hopeful beginnings in prt 
late forestry, we still have a vast ag- 
gregate of idle or 
semi-idle forest 


land, and another large aggregate of 
poor farm land that might more prof- 
itably grow timber instead of adding 
to the problem of agricultural over- 
production. 


BLESSINGS OF FORESTRY 


"Consider what blessings the use of 


this land for intensive foiest culture 
would bung to our country. Our mi- 
gratory forest industries 
would be 


stabilized and made permanent. Rural 
industiy would bo greatly strengthen- 
ed and vitalized. Agriculture would 
find in silviculture a strong ally, pro- 
viding markets for farm produce and 
for surplus labor. Our farms them- 
selves contain nearly a third of our 
woodland — an enoimous potential 
farm asset if handled for continuous 
timber crops. 
With widespread for- 


est culture, new wealth would spring 
up for the support of roads, schools, 
and local government, and the rural 
regions would enjoy a. larger share of 
the national prosperity." 


"I earnestly urge that during forest 


week the thought of all citizens be di- 
iccted to the need of preventing for- 
est fires and to the measures neces- 
sary for the preservation and 
wise 


use of our forests. I recommend to the 
governors of the several states that 
they likewise designate this •week for 
special observance, and where practi- 
cable and not in conflict with law or 
custom. Arbor day be observed on 
some day of the same week. I urge 
that in each state special exercises be 
held in schools and that the press and 
general public give consideiation 
to 


the forest needs of their 
respe-tive 


commonwealths, to the adequacy of 
such legislation as, may bo on their 
statute books, and 
to the 
possible 


need for further enactments. I urge 
that all who own forest lands give 
consideration to the feasibility of so 
using them that their benefits may 
continue in petpetuity."

"Because of the short corn crop 
of 1926 the amount of corn on farms 
is low all over the United States. The 
nation's corn stocks show a reduction 
of 215,000.000 bushels. 


Stocks of grain for the country as 


a whole are 15 per cent below a. year 
ago on March 1, the report reveals. 


"Certified seed potato 
production 


has gained rapidly in recent years. 
For the United States this type of pro- 
duction in 1926 was 13 per cent great- 
er than in 1925 and more than double 
that of 1922. Price of certified seed av- 
eraged -50 cents per hundred lower in 
1926 ihan in 1925. 


"Wisconsin led in the production of 


certified seed of the Triumph variety 
in 3926 with a production of 105,900 
bushels. The total production of all 
certified stock in the state was 396,- 
500 bushels. In addition to the Tri- 
umph -variety. Wisconsin grew 33,000 
bushels of Certified Rural New York- 
er seed: 36.000 bushels of Green Moun- 
tain: 9,000 bushels of Irish Cobblers: 
7..'00 bushels of Spaulding Rose, and 
1,000 bushels of Early Ohio seed."

Likens Chinese War to 
American Rebellion 


Expressing confidence that the sit- 


uation in China, eventually will be 
satisfactory, E. L. Ford, of Foochow, 
China, a Methodist missionary to that 
country, told members 
of tha Y's 


Mcns* club Monday evening at the reg- 
ular meeting that the Chinese are in 
a revolution similar to the American 
rebellion in 1776. Mr. Ford gave a re- 
view of the history 
of China and 


events leading up to the present sit- 
uation. 


He told how^foreign powers, with 


tho exception of the United States, 
had been trying for years to get a 
foothold in China, so they could take 
advantage of the great 
commercial 


possibilities. Now Chino, like Amer- 
ica, in 1776, is revolting in an effort 
to drive out the foreign powers and 
run its own united nation. 


Mr. Ford does not believe the Chin- 


ese arc tending toward bolshevlsm but 
merely are using the

their own benefit. The Chinese will 
cast out Russia quickly when they 
aro ready to go alone, he said. The 
United States never has officially tak- 
en Chinese territory, the only nation 
to "come clean," in this matter.
